In this atmosphere of happily won cooperation, the organized 
collaboration of the Catholic Radio Center was progressing regularly 
when an unforeseen event took place on May ?8, 1945. 

The Secretary of the Catholic Radio Center wap arrested by 
the Faecist police, accused of subversive underground activities ar.d 
sentenced by the Special Tribunal to Political imprisonment. 

The Secretary of the Catholic Radio Center boasts now of 
bavin* wade the accusation legal through an authentic underground work 
of anti-Fascist propaganda and organized spreading an attitueo of defoat- 
isw towards the Italian war. It was the only useful way lor a wan such 
«s he to occupy fruitfully the free time which was at his disposal in 

prison# 

During his stay In the Rowan prison of Regina Coeli, the 
Catholic Radio Center's radio schedule, in collaboration with the b.I.A.R., 
continued to be broadcast regularly, thanks to its having been very we- 
plannedo 

The famous and now historic July 28, 194% restored Italy to 
the free Italians and the Secretary of the Catholic Radio Center to 
liberty. 

In the period from July 9.6 to Sept enter 8, 1943, relationships 
■between th» Catholic Radio C«K|#r and the E.I.A.R. became roost friendly, 
m a d , after the momentary confusion natural in such crieos, a study of 
the*programs in need of most careful consideration, especially those 
directed to boys and young men, was carried on between the Catholic 
Radio Center and the directing officer of this program division, with 
wvtiml satisfaction• 

On September 8th, everything stopped. In the °° Un P«* of tho 
nation all promising projects for the future were destroyed. The 
*.!.!■ .R., transformed into Radio Rome, became a German stronghold with 
fascist BepnWieaa policing. 

Our co llab oration would have bean, it is sufficient to say, 
most welcM^ b^ At^ovdd have signified collaboration with the enemy, 
re cogniti on of the republic, and serving the nfcw and worse fascism. 

The orders and the Sdvioe of the Italian Catholic Action loaders

Of opportunities, the Secretary of the Catholic Radio Canter 
from September 8th on, found only one* immediately to resume his anti¬ 
fascist and anti-German work, participating actively in the oost danger¬ 
ous but stimulating plans of the Underground Resistance Front movement 
of which he was one of the first initiators, organising, controlling, 
arming and assisting one of the largest partisan groups of Rome, that of 
the district of Monte Mario. 


The office of the Catholic Radio Center, in Via Stazione San 
Pietro No. 5, became the "quartier generale" of the partisan group of 
MOTte Mario, and, in view of the futility of attempting to produce radio 
programs under current conditions, itB Secretary studied plans of eabo- 
tegHnd counter-espionage; organized the G.A.P. (Active PartiLeans Groups) 
of that are*., assistance to disbanded soldiers, and the hiding o ng 
American prisoners-of-war who were escaping from concentration camps. 


Among the many activities carried on by the Basari Partisan 
group ( named after the Secretary of the Catholic Radio Center who was 
its leader), the group which later became the head of the Coordination 
k. Band, of Monte Mario - on. aotlelt, .» parti- 

eularly close to the heart of its leader: the radio situation in Rom. 
Nothing would have been more natural. 


The Germans took over, destroyed and dismantled all the local 
radio-sending stations and threatened the buildings and tbe equipment 
room#. It was necessary', to resort to a most daring act of anti-sabot ge 

and of retrieval. 


It was too late to intervene by means of the short-wave station 
Of Prato Smeraldo (Rome II) , whose dismantled equipment han already been 
fafcf r l ed on to Bolzano* 


Thar* followed the work of dismanteling the long-wave sending 
OQttXawnt of Mont* i*rio (Rome HI), done by disarmed Austrian soldiers 
- German 8.3. men. 


With the- help of two resolute Signal Corps officers stationed 
at'Fort Moot* Mario, we were successful in carrying off, in an a. most 
remmvHr manner, eight large, waives and the complete nucleus of three 
idlittW receiving station* with radio dials; but the reminder of the 
SfcJ Sft.. followed until It roaohed the railroad station of Porta S. 
FhOt*. ft mas impossible to recover, duo to the Lust-minute a ur ® 0 
a key group which was terrorized from acting because of intensified 
matehfulnees on the part of the German S.S. 
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Meenwhile, at the medium-wave station of Santa Palomba 
(Romel), in collaboration with the engineer Blasucci of the E.I.A.R. and 
his te chn icians, a work of sabotage was successfully begun in attempt 
to destroy anti-tank Sines hidden, by the thousands, in the installations; 
a band of flftey sen magnificently armed, under a navy lieutenant was 
prepared for action coordinated with the advance operations of the Amer¬ 
ican Arty. 

The delay of the liberation offensive permitted the Germane 
to discover the plans to render the nines useless and all was lost. 

The Secretary of the Catholic Radio Center went to the radio 
station of Santa Rose alia Storta, near Rome (most powerful sending and 
receiving military station, then controlled by the navy) talcing with 
Me two partisan leaders from the Italian navyj he organized a band of 
*«R-ote*xps among the Italian personnel impressed by the Carmans into the 
»«a3c of .ddsamntiLing, and gave them the task of destroying thirty-six 
. gj &hnt jp Sines Installed in the equipment chambers of that monumental 
woti for which the Government had engaged the talents of the most bril¬ 
liant Italian epgihwn, the best possible kind of specialized labor, 
an# had spent 125,000,000 lire - and which the enemy wanted to destroy. 

The work having been begun, the Secretary of the Catholic 
Sadis Center allowed,^Sfistoitp carried to its conclusion by the navy parti 
MUt group commanded frigate Captain Gomel, now head of the Marine 
Hinistsry in the Cabinet, ' 8 

Commander Gomel was a man who knew what he was doing: the 
Stroke succeeded perfectly. All thirty-Blx mines were sabotaged and the 
station ms saved. 

At Monte Mario, the military radio-receiving etation of Via 
Maurp was dismounted, again at the Instance of the Secretary of the Cath¬ 
olic Radio Center as head of the zonal partisan movement, and it was 
hidden; 

Eight receiving stations complete with antennae and radio 
diale , were thus saved from German vandalism and from the greed of the 
Fascist kepUbUcans.

Talk* with antl-Hail Mteri of the Junker class whose 
way not, for obvious reasons, be disclosed, allow us to sketch 
• state of mind which Is now certainly widespread in Germany. 

Junker circles violently reject the accusation that the 
»»re of 1870-1914 were caused by the Germans. They „y that not so 
meh the economic and other material clauses of the Versailles treaty 
offendad them, but the accusation in the treaty that they were cul- 
Pdble. They left the public refutations of this to demagogues and 
kept silent in the conviction that tho general international situation 
and not German provocation was the cause of the war of 1914. They were 
sure of reestablishing German honor by peaceful means. When Hitler 
took over power they thought* the fool will crash in six weeks. When 
♦his did not happen, tlwy then thought it was a matter of six months, 
or two years. They say the most dangerous support to Hitler was given 
by England refusing to act against him after Rhineland, Saar de-mili- 
terlsatlon, etc. They say the alms of the greater German Reich (including 
Awtrt* Md Sudentenland) are those of the great majority of Germans; 

•loo of tho Austrians and Sudetenlanders. They say Alsace is not really 
******* Md desire it remain with France, for the Alsatians always have 
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a longing for the other side, for France, when they are incorporated 
into Germny} for Germany, when they are part of France. Our 
spokesmen say that German-speaking Swiss, Luxoafcnrgers, are not to be 

considered as Germans either. 

These Junker groups claim they hare made three efforts to 

oust Hitler, the last of which was the attempt on Hitler’s life made 
by won Staufferiberg. They say that their plans for a German -Common¬ 
wealth* hawe been worked out. This would not be on the basis of a 
federation, and would not include the reestablishment of the King of 
Bawaria and other Princes. It would include the general establishment 
of popular rule by elections, first of village, then county authorities, 
finally of regional governments. The eight units of the Commonwealth

Prussia (including Brandenburg, East Prussia, Silesia) 
Hanover (including Hamburg, Kiel, Schlesing Holstein) 

Saxony (including the Sudenten)

They suggest that two years after the war, a plebescite should decide 
if Austria is to Join the German Commonwealth. They insist that the 
democracy would not he parHmentarian, but authoritarian, as 
the Germans are servile, like to obey, and want a Fuehrer. They

"The FFI refuses to join the FFE; (French Forces of the 
Exterior)* They say these are professional soldiers 
(employees) and conscripts. The spirit of FFI is rather 
impatient and revolutionary. 

As they are the heroes for the French people, it would 
seem necessary for American authorities not to risk 
new psychological oppositions ouch as are developed 
in French and Italian circles. The solution might be 
to allow the small groups of FFI who have always existed 
separately, to participate in separate companies in 
further battles, and to place them so that they cannot 
form one block of opposition. They are stubborn and 
will not give in, in what they consider rightful claims 
of existing separately: they would be dangerous if left 
to foster bitterness among the population that admires 
them."

which he believes would lead to Anarchy.in It ly 
elsewhere. The Pope is also badly informed on Russia, and 
it is ^obable that there are any actual Vatican negotia¬ 
tions with Russia. However, the Pope shows some signs 
doubtfulness, and it is not impossible that he rfll re is 
opinion on Russia. Two years ago he still said 1 ao 
no l too* which is worse, Stalir or Hitler". Now, he speaks 
in the sense that Hitler is worse.

He Is 
going to get me his copy of the latest book of Piccard, "La Fin 
d ( un# Revolution*• The noveliet f who left Russia only recently* 
described the threo kinds of Russians* ths old-guard atheists, 
the people who kept their faith, and the young generation that 
is honest, moral, and befclns to think that what they really need 
most is religion. He says that reports from Odessa, for instance, 
stewed that there was nearly no prostitution - an honest and 
truthful social lifej that the Germans, Italians and Rumanians 
Introduced perversions.
